Action Or Red Tape? 


Government and hospital officials facing charges that 
sick indigents are unable to receive hospital service in 
Edmonton because of red tape, now proceed to defend the 
red tape. 

Instead of announcing prompt steps to see that no 
other indigent is refused hospitalization because of his or 
her poverty, a government spokesman expounds the law 
and defends government callousness or laxity behind the 
interpretation of the phrase ‘emergent case.” 


Is aman suffering agony with a nearly severed wrist 
to wait three weeks for his municipal council to meet and 
make out his hospital papers, as one victim would have 
had to do had action not been forced? 


Is a woman suffering agonies from cervical cancer 
requiring immediate operation if her life is to be saved to 
be turned away because, being still able to drag her poor 
body around, she is not considered ‘‘an emergent case” by 
an admitting clerk? 

What is the use of the spokesman of the athe 
prating that “the law forbids hospitals to refuse treatment 
of an emergent case,” when by the diagnosis of a lay clerk 
these are not emergent cases? 


And where is the use in holding that a penniless 
Ukrainian woman, unable to speak a word of English and 
without a cent in her pocket, is the author of her own mis- 
fortunes because in her agony of body and mind after re- 
jection by the hospital and the Provincial Relief Commis- 
sion she didn’t know that “the Minister of Health is the 
final authority for determining whether a case is emergent 
or not.” 

With the plea of the hospital superintendents that 
some authority must be responsible for the hospital charges 
of these indigents The Bulletin volunteered its agreement. 
In the face of statéments made by responsible medical 
men in the cases cited, that the victims were turned away 
by a lay admitting clerk, The Bulletin cannot agree with 
Supt. Dr. Anderson of the Royal Alexandra Hospital that 
no person from a rural municipality has ever been turned 
away from that institution without being brought before 
himself for adjudication. 


There are many more heart-rending cases The 
Bulletin can cite if it finds it necessary so to do. What is 
needed is not hair-splitting and evasion or any other form 
of “passing the buck.” What is needed is for the govern- 
ment to ensure that sick indigents are readily afforded the 
benefit of the powers of admission that his deputy declares 
the Minister of Health to possess. 

Spinning red tape is a delightful occupation at times; 
at present humanity invites officialdom to create some 
easily accessible central authority, with power to order 
immediate hospital treatment for any indigent sufferer on 
a doctor's certification.

Adinittedly the United Kingdom} 
is considerably behind with her 
cruiser construction and replace- 
ment, because on the one hand there 
is the need for economy in the 
national budget and on the other in 
European waters there is no serious 
challenge to British naval suprem- 
acy. It is unlikely naval alarmists 
will get their way. 

It is anticipated at the expiry of | 
the national treaty in 1936 she will 
be 15 cruisers short of the new con- 
struction she is permitted. Instead 
of 50 cruisers she will have 49, but 
14 of these will be over age. 
REPLACEMENT ONLY 

Enquiries by the Canadian Press | 
in official quarters yesterday clicit- 
ed the information Britain contem- 
plates no naval building program 
beyond replacement of existing ton- 
nage as provided under the London 
naval treaty. Nor, it is intimated, 
is there any intention of evading 
the treaty by laying down addi- 
tional ships for completion after the 
treaty expires in 1936. And such 
idea is authoritatively dismissed as 
absurd and based on misunder- 
standing of the treaty itself. 

The governing factor in the Lon- 
don treaty so far as Britain, the| 
United States and Japan are con-} 
cerned, is not the number of cruis- | 
ers, destroyers or submarines, but 


,a fixed maximum tonnage in each 


category applicable to Dec. 31, 1936 
Ships may be laid down in excess 
of this maximum if they are not 
in service on the date the treaty 
| expires. 


| OBSOLETE SHIPS LEFT 

Indications are that on Dec, 31, 
1936, Britain will be at full 
strength in tonnage of cruisers and 
destroyers, although many will be 
over-age, The United States will be 
at strength in 8-inch gun cruisers, 
below stgength in 6-inch gun ves- 
sels. Japan will be at treaty 
strength in all categories. 

Only two sloops of the 1933 pro- 
gram have so far been actually laid 
down. Originally the program pro- 
vided for one 7,500-ton and three 
5,200-ton cruisers. 

Construction by Japan of a new 
type of powerful 6-inch gun crui- 
ser with a reply from the United 
States caused a change in the Brit- 
ish program. The intention now is 
to build two 9,000-ton cruisers and 


one 5,200-ton vessel. Thus three 
cruisers will be built instead of 
four, tonnage remaining approxi-. 


mately the same in total 


is AT DISADVANTAGE 

This change has an important 
bearing on British cruiser strength 
An opponent of the big ship, Brit- 
ain stated 50 cruisers would be the 
minimum number with which she 
could protect her commerce. But. 
limited by the maximum tonnage 
principle, Britain’s entire strength 
in cruisers on Dec. 31, 1936, will be 
49 instead of 50 and 14 of these will | 
be over the age limit of 16 years.

POSITIVE ON ONE POINT 

Out of six major proposals discussed at the 
conference of provincial ministers and mayors 
of Alberta cities, a definite decision was reached 
on one. The other five were left over for further 
consideration, negotiation or investigation. 

The single exception was the proposal that a 
program of public works construction be started, 
to give employment to idle men, the Dominion 
to provide or arrange for a supply of cheap 
money. F 

On that subject the delegates were unan- 
imous and positive. Like the public, they have 
apparently come to the settled conviction that 
the dole system is a curse to the unemployed, a 
bootless imposition upon those who still have 
incomes to be taxed, and a nuisance to every- 
body.

PRODUCE THE MEASURES 

Sir John Simon and Premier Mussolini came 
to the conclusion there is “no use crying for the 
moon” at Geneva, and that they had better urge 
the immediate adoption of whatever disarma- 
ment measures the nations will agree to. 

They declined to interpret this figurative 
expression, which is capable of meaning any- 
thing from a concentration on practicalities to 
the abandonment of all hope. Pending explana- 
tions, it may be construed fearfully or hopefully 
according as one happens to be interested in 
armament trusts or in human beings. 

Taking the language at face value, all that 
seems to be needed now is to find some dis- 
armament measures which the nations “will 
agree to.” Fifteen years of sustained research 
and fevered conferring do not appear to have 
unearthed any such measures, at least none that 
resulted in the actual reduction of weapons and 
armament taxes, or that even prevented or 
checked the unprecedented increase of both. 

Sir John and Premier Mussolini evidently 
think some such formulas actually exist within 
the realm of things discoverable. If they can 
find them a skeptical world will be both sur- 
prised and delighted. Most observers are about 
ready to believe that if anybody at Geneva pro- 
posed to abolish sling-shots and pea-shooters 
some continental country would rise up to de- 
clare its freedom was being imperilled, and its 
territory left at the mercy of designing neigh- 
bors. 


WHERE TO GET THE MONEY 

To carry on the recovery program for the 
balance of the present fiscal year, ending June 
30th, the United States will spend $7,500,000,000 
in addition to the billions already spent, with 
$2,000,000,000 more provided to “taper off” 
the recovery effort next year. If the tapering 
off does not proceed as expected, more will be 
needed, and will undoubtedly be supplied. 

These sums will bring the national debt of 
the United States up to the record-figure of 
$31,000,000,000. With less than one-tenth the 
population, Canada has a national debt one- 
tenth the size; and none of the money has been 
spent or is being spent on recovery effort. 

That is given as proof that no recovery pro- 
gram is possible to Canada. It is strong enough 
evidence that a reconstruction program such as 
that of the United States would be doubtfully 
possible. But neither does Canada need a pro- 
gram of that kind, or one of corresponding cost. 
What it does need, desperately, is a program 
suited to our own conditions, which are entirely 
different—and which could be carried through 
at far less proportionate expense. 

If Ottawa would even reduce the interest 
rates on public bonds in keeping with the re- 
duction that has already been made in wages 
and salaries, it would have in hand the funds 
with which to set our idle men at work, and 
thereby “prime the pump” that sets money in 
circulation. If it would pay off these bonds as 
they fall due in legal tender money, secured 
by a sinking fund, it could both set the idle men 
earning wages and make a start at reducing our 
war-time scale of taxation 


LOW WAGES NO BOON 

Ottawa has discovered that the N.R.A. is a 
grand thing for the owners of United States 
industrial concerns who have established branch 
factories in Canada. They pay lower wages in 
their Canadian factories than they have to pay 
in their home plants, it is explained, because 
Canada has no bothersome N.R.A. code to tell 
them what wages they must pay. Further, the 
Canadian law does not prevent manufacturers 
getting together and fixing prices to suit them- 
selves on goods intended for export. 

Wherefore, when an order is secured from 


a customer in Europe or the Orient, head office 
in the United State 
Canadian 


sends the order along to its 


branch, where it is filled with the

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product of cheap labor, and sent abroad at a 
price fixed by agreement with other Canadian 
factories, United States-owned and Canadian- 
owned. 

Details are hardly needed to show that this 


is a good thing for the fore-sighted U. S. indus-- 


trialist who has opened a branch factory in 
Canada. He can undercut both the N.R.A. and 
his United States competitors in bidding for 
foreign trade, while getting paid in U.S. depre- 
ciated dollars, thus making a killing in both 
directions. A most happy arrangement surely 
—for the United States owner of a Canadian 
branch factory. 

But why Oitawa invites the Canadian public 
to join in the rejoicing is not so clear, seeing 
there is neither profit nor glory for Canada in 
the transaction. 

There is no profit because the extra work 
thus given, at cut rate of pay, to Canadian fac- 
tory employees is more than off-set by the work 
they loose because the Canadian dollar is not 
depreciated and Canadian goods thus made 
saleable against United States goods in world 
markets. 

And there is no glory, because what this 
process of switching orders amounts to is that 
Canada is being made the China of North 
America; a country where foreign financiers 
establish factories in order that they can ex- 
ploit cheap labor and flood the world markets 
with low-priced goods. 

If that is the role Ottawa thinks Canadians 
should play, and should be glad to play, in the 
industrial realm, it is not a role the people 
of Canada intend to play or can play with ad- 
vantage to themselves. Low wages is not an 
ideal to arouse any enthusiasm among Cana- 
dian industrial-workers or others. 

Nor will the public share Ottawa's evident 
glee that unrestrained wage-cutting in Canada 
may be in measure making the process of re- 
covery more difficult in the United States. 
What the people of Canada would like to know 
is what Ottawa proposes to do to start wages 
in Canada moving upward, as they are moving 
upward in that country.

The Passing Show

Not to be outdone by some of the southern 
States which practice lynching and hold evolu- 
tion to be a heresy, Lord Hugh Cecil, well- 
known English churchman and member of a 
family that has given statesmen to Wngland 
since the days of Queen Elizabeth, has started 
heresy proceedings tn the old land He hasn't 
picked upon a humble school teacher for a 
victim; he is citing the Bishop of Liverpool and 
the Dean of the Liverpool Cathe¢@ral. Their 
alleged offence is in permitting Dr. Lawrence 
Pearsall Jacks, former principal of Manchester 
College, Oxford, and well-known Unitarian 
preacher, to speak in the Cathedral upon church 
union, 

The language of the heresy petition is remin- 
iscent ofthe Middle Ages when trials for heresy 
were more frequent than they are today. It sets 
out that the Bishop of Liverpool 

“being bound to banish and drive away all 
erroneous and strange doctrine contrary 
to God's word and both privately and 
openly to call upon and to encourage others 
to do the same, sanctioned and, or, condoned, 
and failed to rebuke and forbid all or upon 
and encourage others to do the same, sanc- 
tioned and, or, condemned, and, or, ap- 
proved, and, or, neglected and failed to re- 
buke and forbid all or some of the offences 
against the laws ecclesiastical committed 
within his diocese by the Very Rev. Fred- 
erick William Dwelly.” 

Dr. Dwelly is the Dean of the Cathedral. He 
had arranged for Dr. Jacks to preach there. 
It is charged that both Dr. Dwelly and Bishop 
David were aware that Dr. Jacks was a person 
holding heretical opinions inconsistent with 
the essential doctrines of the Church of Eng- 
land. The petition is addressed to Dr. William 
Temple, Archbishop of York, who like Bishop 
David is regarded as a liberal prelate, friendly 
to church union. 

Great changes have come over clerical 
minds since John Calvin burned Dr. Michael 
Servetus in the market place at Geneva for 
holding the same view of the unity of God 
that Dr. Jacks does. There is no likelihood that 
Dr. Jacks, Rey. Dr. Dwelly and Bishop David, 
and, or, either of them, will be burned to 
death in the Liverpool marketplace for their 
liberality. The heresy proceeding is much more 
likely to bring the persecuted nearer together. 
One imagines the Liverpool Cathedral congre- 
gation didn’t suffer in their faith any more 
from listening to Dr. Jacks than when they 
sing hymns written by Unitarian hymn-writers. 
They don’t serve hymnbooks round newspaper 
offices, but I think “Abide With Me” was writ- 
ten by a Unitarian. 


Scholarship suffered a loss when death 
called away Arthur E. P. W. Weigall, former 
inspector-general of antiquities for the Egyptian 
government, but I doubt if it was a victory 
for the protective spirit that superstition 
says guards the tombs of the Pharoahs. 
There's nothing extraordinary about a man 
dying at 53, or from a complaint that baffles 
doctors diagnosis. If the genii that guard the 
tomb of King Tutankhamen have been busy 
trailing down those who penetrated its silence, 
they have certainly taken their time over the 
job. It is eleven years since Howard Carter 
entered the tomb in the Valley of the Kings, 
and unearthed the historic treasures. 

Weigall has left a treasure house of his own 
for posterity, in his “Mare Antony” and _ his 
“Cleopatra” and other monuments of fascinat- 
ing biography. 

John Galsworthy wasn’t present when King 
Tut’s tomb was opened, but he received the 
call in 1933. So did George Moore and Augus- 
tine Birrell and Stella Benson, Henry Van 
Dyke, Louis Joseph Vance, Robert W. Cham- 
bers, Ring Lardner and our own W. A. Fraser 
and Archibald MacMechan, 1933 took a heavy 
toll among men of letters and 1934 struck early 
at a shining mark in the death of Weigall on 
the second day of the new year. 


Have you ever noticed how the youngsters 
remember all the thrilling details of the mov- 
ing pictures they see, when we oldsters forget 
them for the more pressing things of real life? 
Some psychologists conducting research into 
the effect of moving pictures upon children and 
and youths supply the explanation. Parents 
who take the care of their children seriously 
will find a condensed report of their findings 
in a book, “Our Movie-Made Children,” by 
H. J. Forman, Some of the things discovered 
will surprise them. Strange things impress 
themselves on what Will Hays in one of his 
speeches calls “that sacred thing, the mind of a 
child... that clean virgin thing, the unmarked 
slate.” 

It isn't a biassed report. The investigation 
was made at the request of the Motion Picture 
Research Council and financed by the Payne 
Educational Research Fund, Both the good and 
the bad ave reported. There's no denying the 
appeal of the pictures to grown-ups—not when 
a mother parks her seven-day-old baby in the 
nursery attached to a modern picture palace 
while she dotes on her favorite hero making 
love—but they actually make a stronger appeal 
to the children, if the psychological tests have 
value. 


In one of the emotion recording tests, the 
subjects. had their heart-beats recorded by 
sphygmomanometer while the galvanometer 
registered their emotions. Thus was found the 
relation of heart-beat to the differing emotions. 
No “Frankenstein” or “The Bat” or unusually 
exciting or harrowing pictures were used, 
nevertheless it was found that in watching the 


pictures the childrens’ pulse rate ran up from, 


a normal of 75 to 80 to 125 and 140. A 16-year- 
old boy with a normal pulse of 80 ran it up 
to 154 while watching a stirring prison scene 
in “The Yellow Ticket.” In the finishing scenes 
from “The Mysterious Dr, Fu Manchu,” when 
the heroine begs for mercy from the sinisier 
Chinese doctor, readings as high as 168 and 180 
were obtained. One young woman developed a 
heart beat of 192--nearly two and a half times 
the normal rate. 

The doctors conclude that while a healthy 
child can see a picture once in a while without 
noticeable harm, the cumulative effect of scenes 
of terror and fright on children is very similar 
to shell-shock. Now you know why youngsters 
whistle and cheer when the instalment of the 
serial thriller is reached—they are about to get

Patients who correct 
their diets often wonder why 
the gas does not immediately 
disappear within two or three 
days. It will frequently con- 
tinue to form until any in- 
flammation anywhere in the 
digestive tract has been re- 
duced and digestion takes place in a normal 
manner, 

The habit of swallowing air while belching 
may cause a pocket of air in the upper part 
of the stomach which produces unpleasant 
symptoms. These symptoms vanish as scon as 
the patient learns to correct this bad habit of 
air-swallowing. A good way to make sure you 
are not swallowing air is to belch with the 
mouth open. 

In many cases the cause of gas is the pres- 
ence of too many of certain kinds of bacteria 
in the intestines. In the intestines at all times 
there live special bacteria whose work it is to 
bring about changes in foods which will break 
down into simpler materials which the body 
may use. When any kind of food is used in 
too large a quantity, millions of these bacteria 
may be encouraged to grow in order to react on 
food that would otherwise become poisonous. 
Gas is formed by the action of these bacteria 
during fermentation. After you have corrected 
ail of your bad habits of eating, it may take a 
month or two for these bacteria to drown down 
to a normal number. However, after you once 
begin a curative diet, the bacteria will gradually 
be cut down to normal and any that are harm- 
ful will be kept in check by the antiseptic 
power of the digestive juices as formed in the 
healthy digestive tract. 

The most helpful measure for you to use 
in your own personal case to correct excessive 
gas is a well-combined diet. herefore, I would 
strongly advise you to continue with a good 
diet and to know that each day that you eat 
correctly will bring you one day closer to a 
cure, With the diet, be sure to use the daily 
enema, which will cleanse the large intestines 
of any wastes which may have accumulated. 
The measure is in itself beneficial in lessening 
trouble from gas. 

At the beginning of the treatment to cure 
excessive gas I advise the use of some form of 
the fasting cure to cleanse the entire digestive 
tract. After the fast you are to start immed- 
iately on a healthful diet and are to persevere 
until all signs gf flatulence are completely 
gone. Avoid the foods which ferment easily, 
such as those listed in the beginning of today’s 
article and remember that an important part 
of the eure lies in combining your foods in 
such a manner that only good combinations are 
used three times each day. You should make it 
a point to study my newspaper articles as you 
will in this way learn a great deal about food 
and their correct combination which will be of 
value to you in bringing about as rapid a cure 
as possible. 

I would suggest that you write to me if you 
want to know more about overcoming flat- 
ulence. Please follow the instructions for ques- 
tions and answers as given at the end of today’s 
article and enclose one large, self-addressed, 
stamped envelope. 

Excessive gas may be relieved in a remark- 
ably large percentage of cases where the reader 
is willing to follow directions. I would advise 
that you try my treatment for a reasonable 
length of time to see if this will be successful 
in overcoming your tendency to flatulence. If 
you do not improve as rapidly as you should 
this will mean that you probably have some 
organic trouble present which requires an 
examination by a doctor.

A COMPARISON 

Editor Bulletin: Since 
depression hit the West and its 
consequent effects together 
with a total crop failure in half 
of Saskatchewan and also in 
large areas of Alberta and 
Manitoba during the past four 
years, these provinces have ex- 
perienced considerable  diffi- 
culty in balancing their 
budgets and in obtaining the 
necessary funds with which to 
carry on necessary services and 
to assist those of their people 
who, through no fault of their 
own, have been unable to help 
themselves. All three of these 
provinces have had to spend 
large sums for general relief 
purposes as well as for feed, 
fodder and seed grain. 

Great difficulty has been en- 
countered in obtaining the 
necessary money to meet the 
situation. It was recognized 
early in 1931 that it was such 
as to be a national one and the 
Dominion government was ap- 
pealed to by the provincial 
governments for help and 
assistance. This appeal was met 
by the Federal parliament in 
what undoubtedly was a splen- 
did national spirit. The Do- 
minion government asked par- 
liament for practically un- 
limited powers to meet the sit- 
uation and these were at once 
given. The people of Canada 
sat back expecting to see mat- 
ters handled in the manner 
which their gravity demanded. 
The powers granted to the Do- 
minion government were al- 
most as absolute as those 
granted to President Roosevelt 
in his efforts to alleviate the 
similar situation which had 
arisen in the U.S.A, We were 
justified in expecting that sim- 
ilar steps would be taken in- 
sofar as it could be seen that 
such steps would be beneficial 
to the Dominion. Instead of 
their expectations being real- 
ized they have been treated to 
an exhibition of niggardliness 
and narrow spirited partyism 
and the inability of a govern- 
ment to rise to the heights 
necessary to cope with a na- 
tional crisis. 

Witness the difficulties the 
Western Premiers have had in 
obtaining the necessary money 
with which to feed and sustain 
their people whose misfortunes 
were due to circumstances en- 
tirely beyond their own con- 
trol. The repeated journeyings 
of the Western Premiers to 
Ottawa resulted only in their 
having doled out to them help 
which was entirely inadequate 
to their real needs. These 
Western Premiers had a com- 
plete knowledge of the actual 
requirements of their people 
but their appeals were met by 
the Dominion government with 
the demand that they must re- 
arrange their financial affairs 
and balance their budgets. This 
demand was the infliction of 
an unnecessary indignity upon 
the Western Premiers, was a 
reflection upon their probicy,

affairs. The suggestion was 
made that the Dominion gov- 
ernment might have to step in 
and take control of the finances 
of the four provinces and this 
statement was made public at 
a time when it was absolutely 
necessary to preserve the credit 
of the provinces in every pos- 
sible way and, moreover, was 
also made at a time when many 


people were crying for the 
actual necessities of life. 
Compare this attitude with 


that of the U.S. federal govern- 
ment towards their respective 
states? If the Dominion gov- 
ernment had desired to make a 
deliberate attempt to for ever 
ruin the credit of these western 
provinces they could not have 
chosen a better time or em- 


ployed more effective means 
to do so. 
The four provinces have a 


combined population of 3,200,- 
000 people with an area of well 
over one million square miles 
They contain the third and 
fourth largest cities in the Do- 
minion and in earning capacity, 
pro rata, they are the equal of 
the Eastern provinces. Their 
natural resources, of which 
they now have control, are the 
equal in riches, if not the 
superior, of those of any other 
portion of the Dominion. Yet 
their plea for adequate assist- 
ance in their time of distress 
was met in a manner entirely 
insufficient for their real needs 
and with conditions which 
should never have been sug- 
gested to therm. 

Compare this treatment with 
that accorded by the Dominion 
government to the Canadian 
Pacific railway. This Corpora- 
tion, which is one which would 
not have been in existence but 
for the four western provinces, 
and which has paid to ats 
shareholders many millions of 
dollars in profits earned from 
the peoples of these provinces, 
appealed to the Dominion gove 
ernment for financial help and, 
on the plea of meeting a na- 
tional emergency, the Domin- 
ion government at once 
granted $60,000,000 of the peo- 
ple's credit. 

The four western provinces 
with the large earning capacity 
of their intelligent and pro- 
gressive populations and with 
the additional security of their 
unencumbered natural  re- 
sources have been accorded the 
niggardly assistance which has 
been shewn, whilst the C.P.R., 
with its physical assets already 
heavily mortgaged and with a 
decreasing earning capacity 
and operating in competition to 
our government owmed raile 
way, is given assistance to the 
extent of $60,000,000.

Farmers are again taking steps 
to right an alleged wrong. Wheat 
growers in the Myrnam district 
have gone on strike charging that 
elevators are grading their grain 
unfairly. It has been reported 
that farmers hauling their pro- 
duct to the elevators have been 
stopped by picketers and threat- 
ened with clubbing if they deliv- 
ered the wheat. 

Many such instances have oc- 
curred in the United States, par- 
ticularly in the agricultural areas, 
where farmers have taken the law 
into their own hands. 

“Do you think such methods 
are to be condoned?” several resi- 
dents of Edmonton district were 
asked. Here is what they think 
about it. 


W. W. WARD, retired _ sailor: 
“Whether or not such methods 
should be condoned is problem- 
atical. But it is significant that 
the government usually takes ac- 
tion when any body of people 
takes forceful steps to bring any 
matter to the attention of those in 
higher places. I do not advocate 
force, but I claim that the injec- 
tion of fireworks is a good thing 
if it brings about hetter condi- 
tions. We don't seem’to get any- 
where if we just sit and wait, Far- 
mers particularly have good 
grounds for their grievances, and 
it is evident the government will 
have to see that justice is done if 
further trouble is to be avoided.”

E. W. DEAN, member of the Cal- 
gary Trail Community - League: 
“Under present conditions the 
farmer is not getting. a square 
deal and he has a legitimate kick 
But I don’t subscribe to the meth- 
ods taken at Myrnam. Organiza- 
tions can do more by organized 
representation than they can by 
using force.

Rallying to the defense of the 
Tamworth breed of hogs subsequent 
to statements by some hog raisers 
that the Yorkshrie type is the best 
for Western Canada, P. H. Ashby, 
of South Edmonton, well known 
breeder of prize stock, states that 
he has been successful in combin- 
ing the better qualities of the York- 
shires in the bred in which he spe- 
cializes, the Tamworths. 

Mr, Ashby is owner of the Regal 
Dux Ranch, south of the city. 

While admitting that most domes- 
tic animals have adapted them- 
selves to their environment to such 
a degree that they do better on 
their native soil than anywhere else 
on earth, he contends there are 
Tamworth hogs in Western Canada 
that are better than those found in 
their native counties in England. 


BETTER SUITED 

Among the animals imported 
from Great Britain which are bet- 
ter suited to this climate than 
others he names the Tamworth 
breed. Cold weather, he states, 
does not affect them and they are 
able to keep in the best of condi- 
tion during either extreme of tem- 
perature, On the other hand, York- 
shires suffered during low or high 
temperatures, being a mild climate 
hog. “But they make a good ham 
and an excellent side of bacon,” he 
declared. 

“If we had a breed of hog that 
combined the qualities of the Tam- 
worth with those of the Yorkshire, 
with none of their advantages, we 


would have the ideal hog for Wes- | 


tern Canada. We have a strain of 
Tamworths being raised within 10 
miles of Edmonton that are just as 


|prolific as the average Yorkshire,

THE MacMILLAN REPORT 

In commenting on the MacMillan Re- 
port he drew attention to the warnings 
of the Commissioners that too much 
must not be expected of a Central 
Bank, and gave the figures of his own 


bank to show that the chartered banks | 


had fully met the legitimate bank 
credit requirements of the country, 
and that the small borrower had been 
looked after particularly well, The 
Canadian Bank of Commerce, he said, 
had had as many as 150,000 borrowing 
accounts, of which 85 per cent were 
for advances of $1,000 or less.
